MADRID, Sept. 21.—A wild and very badly 


managed and equally unsuccessful attempt 
ut insurrection was made hero Sunday night 
by a few oil tho troops stationed at tho GO 
Bias barracks, but it created intense excite- 
ment whilo it lasted, and tho people are yet 
very apprehensive and fearful of further out- 
breaks. 


Tho insurgents did not number inoro than 


800, but after a vain attempt to Induce other 
troops to Join them they divided into twc 
parties, one marching tothoPrado to en- 
deavor to securu reinforcements from the 
troops stationed there, and tho other going 
right through tho center of tho city, shouting 
"Long live tho republic!" and calling on the 
people to join them. Tho greatest consterna- 
tion prevailed at tho theaters, which wore 
full of people, and for a time it required the 
utmost efforts ot thu cooler heads to prevent 
serious panics, and us it was tho streets filled 
rapidly with i>eopli) strickeu with terror with 
the exaggerated reports they heard o£ what 
was transpiring. 


Upon arriving at tho docks, and failing in 


an attempt to sccviro tho co-operation oJ too 
troops stationed there, tho Insurgents opened 
fire, and for a short time a lively fusilado was 
kept up, without doing much damage, how- 
over. 
Tlio result of this attack was a repulse, 


and the authorities having by this time got 
the bearings of tho trouble tho loyal troops 
started in pui-suit o£ the rebels, who had ir 
tho meantime been prosecuting attacks on al 


! tho arsenals, barracks, etc., thoy come across 


and been repulsed in each instance. 
Findinj 


that their case was growing desperato the} 
commenced a retreat, under fire by this time 
but combining nil their force they got pos- 
session ot tho Southern railway station, whero 
the loyal troops attacked them, and after a 
short light dislodged them and drove them 
poll mull into tho country. About forty of 
them managed to get possession of a train 
and compelled the employes to tako thom off 
at full speed to Alcada do Honares, a walled 
city in 3tow Castile, among tho fugitives be- 
ing Gen. Villacampa, tho leader of the re- 
bellion. 


During tho march tlu-ough tho streets B 


number of civilians joined the rebels and dur- 
ing a brush with tho loyal forces, there were 
several casualties. Gen. Vilardo and an ar- 
tillory colonel being killed of the government 
troops and Count Mirosol mortally wounded. 


A train of government troops was started 


ill pursuit of the timing Insurgents. Martial 
law was promptly proclaimed and tho rebels 
vere hunted witli vigor all Sunday night, 
many being arrested. On Monday morning 
verything was quiet. 
The government telegraphed to tho railway 


oillciols requesting them to stop tho train 
bearing tho insurgents who were Ileeing to 
Alcada. Tho request wns not complied with 
>ccauso the railway men on tho train wero 
afraid ot the insurgents, and tlio train arrived 
at Alcada without delay. Arriving there tho 
•obels failed to arouso tho sympathy they ex- 
pected to exclto among tho people and sol- 
liers, and they 
attempted to roturn to 


Madrid. This they found impossible, Low- 
ever, as tho railway lino had boon obstructed 
:o prevent their roturn. 
They came us far as 


Viealvnro, where they wero mot by by a 
strong party of royalist troops who attacked 
them. A sharp skirmish was kept up for 
somo time, resulting in a complete rout of 
•ebels. Several of insurgents were wounded 
and these, together with a numbor of others 
who wero unablo to mako their escape, wero 
captured by tho royalists. 


Tho revolt of these troops has had no effect 


whatever upcm stocks. Th« market is quiet, 
and no financial excitement is apprehended. 


Great excitement was caused hero Monday 


night by tho receipt of nows that tho rebels 
md seized tho town of Morftta, near this city. 
Firing was distinctly hoard in.- tho direction 
ot that town, and a strong force of troops 
sent thither. 
\\Tien tho troops arrived at 


Morata they found that n largo number of 
tho followers of Kniz Zorilla had assembled, 
and their leadere wore indulging in speeches 
of tho ir.ost incendiary character. The troops 
attacked them and drove them from thu 
town. Several ot tho leaders and many ol 
their followers were, taken prisoners and 
brought back to Madrid.
